WATERS IN SOUTH 


FOUR COMMUNITIES INUN- 
DATED AND TRAFFIC GEN- 


ERALLY TIED UP

Flood 
conditions in the 


south central portion of Ala- 
bama, and

day resulted in two train 
wrecks; inundation of four 
communities and in a gener- 
al tying up of traffic.

The most spectacular jriver rise

Mobile reported back water in 


several streets, with hundreds of 
persons marooned In their homes. 
~ The towns of Boiling, Chapman 
and Garland, Ala., were under one 
foot of water, 'and Townsend, Ga., 
was indundated.

curred at 4 o'clock this morning 
in the flooded district of Alabama 
near Evergreen, threatened for a 
lime to end In an unusual tragedy.

ubatments of income, war profits, 
excess profits, estate or gift taxes, 
in excess of $20,000 is provided in 
an executive order Issued today by 
President Hoover. 


The order, issued upon the re- 


commendation of Secretary Mellon 
and pursuant to provisions of the 


1928 
and 1926 tax revision laws, 


provides that tho 
full record of 


such refunds and credits shall be 
open to inspection in the office of 
the commissioner of internal reve- 
nue in Washington 
or such other

designate. 


The regulations provide the com- 


missioner of internal revenue shall 
have prepared a written decision 
in every case in which an over 
assessment of an income, war prof- 
Its, excess profits, estate or gift 
tax is allowed, in excess of $20,000 
and such decision shall be consid- 
ered a public record and shall be 
open to inspection during the regu- 
lar hours of business.

The census bureau announced to- 
day that cotton consumed during 
February totaled 598,098 bales of 
lint and 68,060 bales of llnters com- 
pared with 668,389 bales of lint and 
68,552 bales of llnters In January 
this year and 572,875 bales of lint 
and 57,798 bales of llnters in Feb-, 
ruary last year. 


Cotton on February 28 was held 
as follows: 


In consuming establishments, 1,- 


746,537 bales of lint and 22,216 bales 
of llnters compared with 1,767,742 
bales of lint and 202,736 bales of 
llntera on January 31 and 1,688,649 
bales of lint and 232,008 bales of 
llnters on February 28, 1928. 


In public storage and at public 


compresses 3,876,215 bales of lint 
and 85,850 bales of llnters compared 
with 4,615,337 bales of lint and 82,- 
516 bales of llnters on January 31 
this year and 4,313,843 bales of lint 
and 63,568 bales of llnters on Feb- 
ruary 28, last year.

AND PHILANTHROPIST SUC- 


CUMBS TO ILLNESS 


ATLANTA, Ga., March 13.—W)— 
itlanta today mourned Asa G. Can- 
!ler a former drug clerk In a coun- 
try pharmacy, whose faith In a soft 
drink formula, brought him mil- 


In the manufacture of Coca 


The 78-year-old 
capitalist, 


leader and philanthropist died 


late yesterday ^after an Illness of 
more than two" years. 


The story of Mr. Candler's rise 


is a story of the romance of Ameri- 
can business. As the proprietor of 
an Atlanta drug store, more than 
forty years ago, he purchased the 
formula for Coca Cola for a re- 
ported price of $500, and In 1919 
sold his interest in the Immense 
CJoca Cola Manufacturing company 
ffT 
$25,000,000. 


He was married, while still 
a 


pharmacist, to Miss Lucy Howard 
of Atlanta, who died in 1919. Soon 
thereafter he was sued for $500,- 
000 damages in a -breach of promise 
action by Mrs. Onezlma Debouchel 
of New Orleans, but won the ver- 
ditc after a lengthy trial. In 1923 
he married the former Mrs. Mary 
Little Reagan of Atlanta, who sur- 
vives him. 
Asa Griggs Candler, known 
as 
the Coca Cola King, was another 
American who, starting with vir-

tually nothing, accumulated a for- 
tune which eventually was rated as 
one of the largest in the South. 
When he had amassed his fortune 
he gave 
generously 
to worthy 


causes in the South and a number 
of times put his money to use in 
aid of his home city and state. He 
went to the rescue of the South 
generally in 1914, when the out- 
break of the World War cut off tha 
European market at a time when 
the crop was ready for the market. 
Mr. Chandler's path to success 


was not without its obstacles. He 
was ten years old when the Civil 
War began. The family farm Was 
near the path of desolation spread 
by Sherman's march through Geor- 
gia and when the war had ended 
the farm was stripped of negroes, 
stock and provisions. He did his 
share of the work of reclaiming the 
land, at the same time attending 
the public schools. 
This he sup- 


planted by the study of pharmacy 
and when he was 21 went to Atlan- 
ta, Ga., with a capital of $2.50. Go- 
ing to work in a drug store he re- 
mained until November, 1873, when 
his father died and he returned to 
the family farm to take charge of 


Enters Drug Business. 
When conditions at 
the farm 


were such as to enable him to do 
so. he returned to Atlanta and in 
1878 made his first start in busi- 
ness, forming a partnership with 
the late N. B. Hailman in the drug 
business. After four years he pur- 
chased his partner's Interest 
and 


conducted the business alone for 
iflk years. 


In April, 1888. Mr. Candler first 


became connected with the manu- 
facture of Coca Cola and 
three 


years later became the sole owner 
of the business. Having confidence 
in its future he staked his fortune 


, (iAft and devoted all his time to it. 


VSJ/i first factory was a small shed 
a. 1 he personally stirred the kettle 
In which the syrup was manufac- 
tured. The 
first year the 
sales 


amounted to only 500 gallons. 


Mr. Candler organized the Coca 


Cola Company of Georgia Febru- 
ary 22, 1892, and continued as its 
active head until 1911, when he was 
succeeded by his son, Charles How- 
ard Candler. In September, 1919. 
the business was sold to the Coca 
Cola Company of Delaware 
for 


$25,000,000. 


In addition to his gifts to char- 


VjK, which aggregated several mil- 
lion dollars, Mr. Candler's life was 
characterized by numerous instan- 
ces of practical 
altruism—acts 


which in their inception appeared 
like tossing away money for 
the 


benefit of the public. During the 
money panic of 1907 he offered 
to 


purchase from business men prop- 
erty they wished to sell, not at pan- 
ic prices, but at the peak prices 
preceding that period. As a result 
he paid out $1,100,000 in cash for 
Atlanta real estate without 
de- 


manding any sacrifice from 
the 
owners. 


Aids Cotton Farmers. 
When the World War cut off the 


European cotton market and the 
price dropped to 6 cents a pound, 
Mr. Candler went to the rescue of 
the Southern cotton growers, an- 
nouncing his readiness to lend on 
cotton up to $30,000.000 on the basis 
of six cents a pound. After a large 
portion of the amount had 
been 


distributed 
he took off the limit 


and offered to lend as much as the 
. South wished to borrow. 


•fin 1915 Georgia found it necessa- 
ry to refinance and old bond issue, 
one authorized by the carpet bag- 
ger government 
and which had 


been repudiated by the state dur- 
ing the reconstruction days after 
the Civil War. 
Mr. Candler offer- 


ed to take the entire Issue, $3,850,- 
000. at par, an unprecedented 
ac- 
tion in the South on the part of an 
individual. 


At another time Mr. Candler was 
credited with having saved a rival 
bank, one of the largest in Atlanta, 
from liquidation by purchasing its 
entire capital stock and later sell- 
ing it back to the former owners 
when conditions improved. 


Mr. Candler was elected mayor of 
Atlanta for the term 1917-18' and 
during his administration 
loaned 


the city $360,000 to enlarge and im- 
prove the city water system. No 
municipal funds were available for 
»he purpose and he advanced the 
money without waiting for the for- 
mal agreement by the city to re-

NEW PARISH HOUSE 
H.AN8 ACCEPTED; TO 
M FORBIDS SOON 


MODERN BRICK"STRUCTURE 
TO REPLACE OLD WOODEN 


BUILDING SOON 


Plans for a now parish housr 


have been accepted by the official 
board of St. John's Epfsropa! par- 
ish and bids will be asked in a few 
days for construction of a modern 
brick building, to conform in gen- 
eral design and material to the 
present church building, to replace 
the old wooden parish hall Hint 
has been In use since the. present 
church building waa erected snmr 
twenty years ago. The old wooden 
church building, one of the oldest 
building now in the city, was con- 
verted into the parish hall. Harry 
O. Bland Ing; is architect for the 
new building which is expected to 
cost around $25,000 complete. 


Theimatter of building a new 
Parish Hall has been under dis- 
cussion for some time and a build- 
ing committee composed of Harry 
D. Johnson, church treasurer; Wm. 
H. Hastings and W. A. Mowlam, 
secretary of the vestry was named 
to bring the matter to a conclusion. 
Monday evening the vestry, 
offl- 


. clal board of the parish, and the 


building committee finally passed 
favorably on plans drawn by Mr. 
Blandlng and bids were called for 
to be Opened Thursday. March 21. 
The building will face Collin street 
sn.l run north along the ally back 
80 feet and will be 33 feet in width, 
joined to the rear of the present 
church building by an ornamental 
arch. 


Description of Building. 


According to a description furn- 


ished by H. O. Blandlng, architect. 
the building will be two stories In 
height, built of sold brick construc- 
tion of material and 
design to 


match the present church build- 
Ing, and will be 33 by 80 feet over 
all. 
The exterior will 
be 
faced 


with Whiteselle Red face brick, 
trimmed with 
stone and stucco, 


•with metal shingle roof similar to 
the church roof. 


The first floor which is in reality 


a sub-basement, the floor being a 
few feet below the ground, consists 
of a main corridor with four class 
rooms on either side and also ladles 
rest room and an office.

end of corridor will be a large prl

rnary room with two smaller class 
rooms adjoining. The building has 
a main entrance facing on Collin 
*tr«et leading to a main vestibule 
fro'm which short flights of stairs 
lead to both the first and second 
floors. 
There are three or four 
steps leading from the ground to 
the vestibule. The building will be 
iet back from the sidewalk practl- 
tally the same distance as the pre»- 
«nt Parish Hall. There will be an 
ornamental Iron stairway leading 
from the courtyard in the rear to 
the second floor and an entrance 
fr6m the same courtyard Into the 
primary room at the rear of "the 
first floor. 


Each classroom Is equipped with 


blackboard and tackboard and is 
separated entirely 
from 
the re- 


mainder of the building, thus assur- 
ing perfect quiet during the recita- 
tion periods. 
Near the main en- 


trance in the vestibule is located the 
men's toilets. All classrooms and 
other features will be modern and 
finished in an attractive way.

killed. The accident happened at 
the far north end of the course.

had negotiated the mile run at 202 
miles an hour. The machine was 
demolished.

ter and in attempting to correct 
his steering swung the wheel of 
the car and was unable to bring it 
back on Its proper course. He spun 
around on the course and crashed 
into the sand dunes with a terrific 
Impact. 
jBlble, a novice in high speed rac- 


ing, 
had been given approval of 


the American Automobile associa- 
tion to make the record attempt 
after a series of tests yesterday in 
which he satisfied officials fa to 
his qualfications. 


Second Fatal Smash 


His mount rolled about a hun- 


dred feet before coming to a stop. 
The cameraman, unable to move 
from his tracks, was mangled. His 
body was hurled a great distance. 
The bodies of Blble-and the photog- 
rapher were taken to a mortuary. 


The accident was the second fat- 


al one to occur on the beach in a 
year. Frank Lockhart, a daring In- 
dianapolis driver, lost his life here 
last year when his Stutz Black- 
hawk racer went out of control.

st tcsmen, Signor Mussolini and 
the present Pope Pius XI. A full 
understanding has b en reached 
and peace declared between the 
Holy Sec and the Italian govern- 
ment. It constitutes a world event 
of the highest order and is applaud- 
ed not only by the 000 million ad- 


herents of the Catholic church but 
by the whole civilized world as 
well.

When sixty years ago the Italian j 


troops ruthlessly invaded the Pa- : 
pal states and trampled under fool ' 


the most sacred rights of their legi- 
timate ruler, might triumphed over 
right. 
No royal or imperial dy- 


nasty in all the history of mankind 
could bring 
forward 
more well 


grounded claims than the Papacy, 
claims dating back 
a 
thousand 


years and supported by every right 
known to mankind: natural, reli- 
gious, historical, and all consecrat- 
ed by more than fifteen centuries.

the line from Mexico City branch- 
es here, one arm stretching out (o 
Durango City and ther other to 
T.orreon, both cities in rebel coun- 
try. 


This circumstance has made of a 


few straggling huts surrounding a 
fork in a railroad a point of enor- 
mous strategic value, as has been 
proven in past Mexican wars. What 
in ordinary times p. plsepy hamlet 
has today been converted Into a 
center of great bustle and hustle, 
with tracks cluttered with troop 
trains carrying contingents of the 
Calles army to the generalissimo's 
new headquarters at Rio Grande, 
northeast of Canitas and about one- 
third of the distance to Durango 
City.

By thus clearing out any rebels 


who may still be lingering at Du- 
rango, General Calles will

eliminated the danger of a flank 
movement by the enemy cutting 
him off in the rear as he advances 
against Torreon. The fate of. Du- 
rango is taken for granted 
and 


there are even unconfirmed reports 
that the federal advance guard has 
already occupied It. 


General Calles1 line of commun- 


ication back to the city of Aguas- 
callentes runs up over one of the 
highest points In Mexico, namely 
the city of Zacatecas. situated at 
an altitude of about 8000 feet. From 
Aguas Callentes 
northward 
the 


railroad line climbs abruptly, twin- 
ing its way around the sides of the 
mountains, with constantly curving 
tracks, and doublingr 
back 
and 


forth in such a fashion that one 
can look far below at various sec- 
tions of the line already passed. 


From Zacatecas to Canitas the 


railroad descends, altthough not so 
abruptly as it climbs from Aguas 
alientes. The entire region 
from 


Aguas Calientes to Canitas is heav- 
ily picketed by federal soliders, sta- 
tioned at short intervals. Genearl 
Calles is taking no chances of an 
enemy marauders cutting: his com- 
munications, which would be com- 
paratively easy If a wealtsspot were 
left anywhere along the line.
